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Volume  of  farm  production  has  been  maintained  at  war-time  levels.  Livestock  and 
products  have  receded  slightly  from  the  peak  in  19^4,  but  their  1917  production  was 
about  the  same  as  I9»I6.  After  declining  slightly  in  1945,  crop  production  rose  sharply 
in  1916  to  the  highest  point  on  record,  but  fell  off  a  little  in  1947  because  qf  small- 
er crops  of  corn,  tobacco,  fruits,  and  vegetables.  Total  crop  and  livestock  production 
dropped  slightly  in  1945  from  the  record  high  in  1944,  but  recovered  in  1946  and  remain- 
ed almost  as  high  in  1947  as  in  1946.

PBELIMINARy  ESTIMATSIS  POR  JAKUAHY  ISHB 

Panaers  are  going  into  the  new  year  with  cash  re- 
ceipts from  farm  marketings  continuing  at  a  record  level 
for  this  season.    Cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  January- 
are  expected  to  total  ahout  2.6  "billion  dollars.    This  is 
a  slight  seasonal  drop  from  Decem"ber  "but  I5  percent  greater 
than  a  year  ago.    Higher  prices  account  for  most  of  the 
gain  over  January  1947' 

Total  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in  January 
are  estimated  to  be  around  1.3  hillion  dollars,  about  the 
same  as  December  but  12  percent  above  January  of  last  year. 
Cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  may  total  10  percent  above 
December,  and  IS  percent  above  January  ISkJ.    Receipts  from 
dairy  products  are  estimated  to  be  unchanged  from  December 
and  about  the  same  as  in  January  19^7*    Receipts  from  poultry 
and  eggs  are  down  seasonally  but  probably  are  about  the  same 
as  a  year  ago. 

Crop  receipts  in  January  19^8  are  estimated  to  be 
around  1.1  billion  dollars,  10  percent  below  December  but 
one-fifth  above  last  January.    Receipts  from  wheat  and  com 
are  up  seasonally  in  January.    Those  from  cotton,  oil-bearing 
crops,  tobacco,  vegetables,  and  fruits  and  nuts  are  lower. 
All  these  groups,  except  tobacco  and  fruits  and  nuts,  are 
above  January  of  last  year.

Total  agricultural  production  for  sale  and  home  consumption  in  19^7 
was  35  percent  a^bove  the  1935*39  average  "but  slightly  "below  that  of  19'+6. 
Livestock  and  products  v/ere  37  percent  aliove  the  prewar  average  and  ahout 
the  same  as  in  19^6,  v/hile  crops  were  up  31  percent  from  19 35- 39 >  "but  alDout 
3  percent  "below  19^6. 

A  hreaicdovm  of  the  livestock  and  products  group  shows  that  poultry 
and  egg  production  in  I9U7  was  up  52  percent  from  prewar;  meat  animals,  U6 
percent;  and  dairj"  products,  20  percent.    Production  of  each  group  was  about 
the  same  as  in  19U6. 

Production  for  sale  and  farm  home  consumption  of  tohacco,  truck  crops, 
fruits  and  nuts,  vegetables  and  feed  crops  were  lower  in  19^+7  than  a  year 
earlier.     Feed  crops  for  sale  declined  about  hO  percent  because  of  smaller 
crops  of  corn,  oats,  and  sorghums  for  grain  in  19^7*     Tobacco  production  in 
19^7  vras  dovm  7  percent  from  the  year  before.     Production  of  truck  crops  for 
both  fresh  market  and  processing  dropped  about  13  percent.    Production  of 
cabbage  and  onions  for  fresh  market,  and  beets,  cabbage,  and  spinach  for 
processing,  was  especially  low.    Volume  of  fruits  and  nuts  produced  in  19^+7 
was  slightly  less  than  I946.    All  major  types  of  deciduous  fruits,  as  well 
as  oranges,  were  down  in  19^7 •     Smaller  crops  of  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes 
were  largely  responsible  for  the  drop  of  I9  percent  in  vegetable  production. 
Production  for  sale  and  home  consumption  of  food  grains,   cotton,  and  oil- 
bearing  crops  increased  over  19^46.    Largely  because  of  the  record  wheat  crop, 
production  of  food  grains  for  sale  and  home  consumption  rose  to  nearly  twice 
the  prewar  average  and  was  one-fifth  above  the  previous  year.  Although 
cotton  production  v;as  less  than  the  19 35" 39  average,  it  gained  about  one- 
third  over  19^+6.    Production  of  oil-bearing  crops  for  sale  and  home  con- 
sumption in  194-7  was  almost  three  times  the  prewar  average  and  S  percent 
above  I9U6.     The  large  gain  in  oil-bearing  crop  output  in  recent  years 
came  about  as  a  result  of  war-time  increases  in  the  production  of  soybeans, 
flaxseed,  and  peanuts.    The  gain  in  19^7  over  I9U6  was  due  principally  to  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  flaxseed  crop.
